U. S. Prosecutor in Boston
Promises Investigation.

Bostox, - Feb, 27.—United Btates At-
torney Daniel J. Gallagher announced
to-pight he would ask the Federal Grand
Jury to make a m-.au'rl:l'lel-a_1 inveatigation
of alleged attempts to bribe Prohibition
Enforcement Agent Willlam J.
Oarthy to turn fpom the performance of
his duty.

Mr. McCarthy said before he went to
New York that he had been . offered
bribes totalllng a milllon dollars if he
would “get off the Job” so that lllegal
llguor trading might be earrled on.

Mr. Gallagher announced he had is-
wsued a subpoma for Mr. MeCarthy's ap-
pearance before the Grand Jury on
Tuesday., The enforcement agent was
not In the city to-nlght but the District
Attorney eald he was endeavoring to
have u subpoena served on him elther
in New York of Washington,

“1 yegard the revelations made by Mr,
McCarthy as the most astounding and
{mportant in my experience as a United
States Attorney,” sald Mr. Gallagher.
“It {s an atfempt to obstruct justice and
to corrupt & United States official, and
scarcely any violation can be regarded
as ‘more merious.

ARE FEWER JUVENILE
DELINQUENTS IN STATE

Beneficial Results of Prohi-
bition Are Seen.

ArmaxT, Feb. 27.—A decreass in tha
number of juvenile delinquents appear-
ing In the courts and of chlldren In
institutions lg cited In the annual report

to the State Board of Charities, which
was made public to-day, as one of the
benefielnl results of prohibition., The
report says, however, that it is too early
to give doflnite figures. The decreases
ts which the board calls attention are
ottributed by it directly to favorable
Industrial conditions, which in turn are
ths result of prohibition.

There are 2,600 fewer children in in-
stitutions of this State at the present
time than there were a yoar ago, the
report says. Aside from the decreasp
in Juvenila delinquency the board reporta
a falling off In the population In institu-
tions for delinguents, BSome of thess
institutions have been compelled to close
beeauns of this falling off In population,

Institutions malntalned at publie ex-
pense cared for 81,825 youngsters dur-
ing the year. The board now has super-
vislon over §§4 agencles and institutions
recelving publle monay. In round fg-
ures $200,000,000 is spent each year in
this Htate by Individuals, municipalities,
counties and the State government for
charitable and philanthrople purposes,
the report saye.

welght of o majority committea report.

There
is little doubt that the Senate will vote
at the first opportunity to restore the
convention system. The Assembly
leaders say they carry that house for
the change, but thelr claim s disputed
by Caultield and the Democrats who
{neist they will start an Insurgency
movement which will upset the leaders.
